This  was  a solemn  engage- 
ment ratified  by  blood,  and  the  people  said, 
we  will  do  this,  and  we  invoke,  upon  our 
heads,  and  upon  our  children  the  penalty 
for  not  doing  it.  Well,  what  part,  then, 
did  God’s  copy  amount  to!  I- told  you 
that  He  wrote  His  upon  tables  of  stone. 
God's  copy  was  for  a witness,  and  when  the 
people  had  broken  the  covenant,  the  tables 
of  stone  were  also  broken.  And  then 
Moses  came  and  pleaded  with  God,  ami  said 
blot  my  name  out  rather;  lie  meant  every- 
thing he  said.  In  this  Moses  was  a type 
of  the  redeemer  in  that  he  offered  to  die 
for  the  people.  God  forgave  the  people 
that  breach,  and  the  covenant  was  renewed,

DISCIPLE  OR  CHRISTIAN? 

This  has  nbthing  to  do  with  the  disputing 
about  names.  That  may  he  left  to  new- 
comers in  the  ecclesiastical  firmament  whose 
position  and  doctrine  and  very  name  is  yet 
a matter  of  disputation.  Hut  there  is  a real 
difference  between  a disciple  and  a Chris- 
tian. A disciple  is  a pupil,  a learner,  a be- 
ginner , He  maybe  and  probably  is  a 
Christian  just  as  a recruit  is  a soldier  or  as 
we  call  a pupil  a scholar,  llis  knowledge 
is  crude,  his  conception  of  Christ  immature, 
his  ideas  of  duty  undeveloped,  his  vision  con- 
tracted, his 'doctrines  may  he  erroneous,  hut 
he  is  on  the  way,  in  line  to  he  and  to  know 
.and  to  do. 

"The  disciples  were  called  Christians  lint 
in  Antioch.  Now  they  kame  to  themselves 
ami  their  own.  They  discovered  their 
place  in  the  world  and  their  duty  to  it.  They 
were  Christians  before,  but  they  had  never 
been  called  so.  It  is  riot  certain  whether 
they  called  .themselves  by  that  name  or 
whether  others  called  them  so.  But  the 
name  was  seen  to  fit  and  to  stick.  The 
church  had  reached  the;  period  of  adoles- 
cence like  a boy  at  twelve  or  fourteen  and 
was  coining  into  manhood.  Individuals 
had  broken  away  from  racial  narrowness 
and  given  the  gospel  to  the  Gentiles  hut 
here  is  the  first  time  a church  had  heard  the 
cry  of  a lost  world  and  sent  men-  out  to  an- 
swer it.  They  passed  the  period  of  being 
mere  recipients  of  the  grace  of  Christ  and 
sent  out  men  to  he  ministers  of  His  mercy 
to  the  lost.  To  be  a Christian  is  to  have  the 
Spirit  of  Christ,  to  he  a member  of  llis  body, 
to  be  doing  His  work.  The  word  Christ 
means  annointed.  11c  was  so  called  be- 
cause the  Holy  Spirit  was  upon  him.  “The 
Spirit  of  Jehovah  God  is  upon  me,  for  He 
hath  annointed  ine  to  preach.”  The  an- 
nointing  of  the*lloly  Spirit  was  for  special 
service,  a$  in  the  ease  «>f  Aaron  or  David  or 
Elisha,  a priest  6r  king  or  prophet. 

Are  you  a Christian  or  merely  a disciple! 
Are  you  among  tjiem  that  are  “ever  learn- 
ing and  never  coming  to  the  knowledge  of 
the  truth!”  Is  your  church  Christian! 
Are  its  meriibers  like  those  of  Antioch,  ready 
to  give  the  gospel  to  others!  This  is  the 
'test.  “If  any  man  have  not  the  Spirit  of 
Christ,  he‘  is  none  of  His.” 


THE  WORD  OF  OOD  A CRITIC. 

In  the  letter  to  the  Hebrews  4:12  it  is 
said  the  Word  of  God  is  quick  to  discern  the 
thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart.  The 
word  is  critic  which  we  have  borrowed  bod- 
ily in  our  language.  Young  people  in  their 
literary  societies  are  accustomed  to  have  one 
whom  they  call  a critic,  to  closely  observe 
their  efforts  and  report  on  them  so  that  they 
may  be  conscious  of  their  defects  and  stim- 
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ulated  by  any  notice  taken  of  their  excel- 
lencies. One  is  chosen  or  appointed  for 
this  task  who  knows  and  closely  observes. 
In-  athletic  contests,  and  this  is  a common 
figure  .in  the  Scriptures,  the  players  usually 
have  a “coach,”  a man  who  knows  all  the 
nice  points  of  the  game,  who  is  familiar  with 
the  rules,  is  deeply  interested  in  the  game 
and  the  players  themselves.  It  is  his  bus- 
iness to  watch  them  closely,  to  observe  any 
defects,  to  stimulate  any  flagging  interest, 
attention  or  effort,  and  encourage  them  In- 
assurance  of  victory.  It  is  his  purpose  to 
make  them  win.  Sometimes  he  may  seem 
to  he  hard  on  them.  He  makes  them  v.-ork, 
he  regulates  their  diet  and  habits*  reproves 
their  indifference,  rebukes  their  inattention 
and  unfaithfulness.  Sometimes  he  consoles 
them  when  they  seem  to  have  failed.  Such 
anyone  is  the  Word  of  God.  It  is  a “critic 
of. the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart, 
sharper  than  a two-edged  sword  piercing 
even  to  the  dividing  of  soul  and  spirit.  And 
there  is  no  creature  that  is  not  manifest  in 
His  sight.”  We  should  never  know  our  sins 
hut  for  the  Word.  We  should  never  know 
the  way  of  victory  but  by  the  Word. 


Development. 

Afte'r  the  flood,  God  told  Noah:  “He 
fruitful,  multiply  and  replenish  the  earth.” 
This  is  a command  to  develop  along  mater- 
ial lines.  To  grow  in  grace  is  an  injunction 
to  develop  spiritually. 

There  lias  been  rapid  growth  in  the  last 
ten  years  on  the  material  side  of  education 
and  religion.  Many  new  school  houses  have 
been  built,  and  colleges  endowed.  Old 
frame  church  houses  have  given  away  to 
large  brick  churches.  Churches  have  l*>en 
organized  and  new  mission  fields  estab- 
lished. Churches  gone  from  one-fourth 
time  to  full  time.  Hospitals  and  orphan- 
ages, and  many  other  material  devedopineuts 
for  which  we  are  thankful  to  God,  who  put 
it  in  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  do  these 
things;  and  while  we  have  only  been  pick- 
ing up  a pearl  now  and  then  with  the  ocean 
of  possibilities  yet  untouched,  along  the  line 
of  material  growth,  in  business  and  church 
work)  there  is  ouq  phase  of  growth  and  de- 
velopment, I fear  we  are  neglecting,  and 
that  is,  growth  in  piety,  growth  in  godly 
living,  growth  in  nil  the  fruits  of  the  Spirit. 

We  are  proud  of  our  schools,  State  schools 
and  colleges  owned  and  operated  hv  the  de- 
nominations. private  schools  and  even  the 
little  “pincy- woods”  school  on  the  hilltop, 
remote  from  town.  All  we  have  we  thank 
God  for  them;  hut  in  the  midst  of  this  wave 
of  education  and  building  new  school  houses 
there  is  not  enough  attention  given  to  ehar- 
aeter-bnilding. 

The  football  teams  and  hasehallers  that 
go  from  one  school  to  another  to  play,  have 
hut  one  purpose  and  that  is  to  beat  the  other 
fellow,  and  it  matters  not  very  much  how 
it's  done,  so  we  can  win. 

The  pious  teacher  sees  this  and  deplores 
it.  hut  cannot  correct  it  without  the  help 
of  the  parents.  Large  farms  in  South  Mis- 
sissippi going  to  rack,  but  the  court  houses 
and  jails  are  being  enlarged. 

Me  rejoice  in  the  history  we  have  made 
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and  are  making  as  we  have  said,  in  church 
buildings,  Sunday  Schools,  Haraea  and  I’hil- 
athca  classes.  H.  Y.  1*.  l"s.  hospitals  orphan- 
agea,  and  the  effort  to  send  the  gospel  to 
the  ends  of  the  earth — but  one  thing  m Un- 
scramble to  build  those  things  that  we  have 
ignored  and  seemingly  forgotten  and  that 
is  old-fashioned  piety  and  godly  living. 

Elder  Willis  Fortenberry,  who  preached 
forty-three  years  to  one  flock  in  South  Mis- 
sissippi, did  uot  say  much  about  education 
or  missions.  This  wax  a mistake  he  made 
He  ought  to  have  lent  his  splendid  influence 
to  the  building  of  schools  and  world  wide 
missions,  hut  while  he  was  amiss  in  mater- 
ial development  he  did  develop  his  people 
in  downright,  old-fashioned  goodness.  I 
was  there  last  summer  in  tln-ir  annual  meet- 
ing, and  1 saw  more  piety  to  the  square 
. acre  than  I had  seen  in  u long  time. 

Don't  let  us  slacken  our  gait,  hut  rather 
increase  it  on  all  lines  of  good  work,  and  in 
every  phase  of  missions,  and  every  effort 
toward  Christian  education,  hut  my  plea  is 
that  we  stand  in  need  just  now  to  stress 
simon-pure  religion,  and  clean  living  a little 
bit  more  than  we  are  doing.  ,

In  th<;  ceremonial  worship  o’f  the  Jews  in 
the  tabernacle,  in  order  to  represent  the 
death  of  the  Cross  and  the  removal  of  sin.  it 
required  two  goats,' one  to  represent  each 
act  of  our  Lord  in  llis  redemptive  work. 

For  convenience  I will  designate  the  kids  ’ 
a«  No.  1 and  No.  2.  No.  1 was  selected  for  ' 
a sin-offering,  and  No.  2 was  selected  for 
atonement.  1

L Goat  No.  1 was  in  ceremonial  worship, 
symbolic  of  Jesus  Christ  as  the  sin-offering. 
In  the  Jewish  worship  this  goat  wax  a “like 
tigure  to  the  Lord’s  Supper  m the  Chris 
tian  worship.  Tile  two  figures  pointed  to 
ihe  one  substance  that  is  Christ’s  death  ou 
the  Cross.  The  second  goat,  Azazel,  (re- 
mover) symbolized  the  Savior  as  sin-hearer 
or  remover  of  sins.  The  first  kid  gave  sat- 
isfaction to  God’s  divine  government  as  jus4, 
holy  and  true,  but  this  sacrifice  did  not  ro- 
lirv»>  man  from  his  sins  of  condemnation.  In 
the  ritualistic  worship,  the  second  kid  svm- 
bolized  the  Savior,  on  whom  the  iniquity  of 
to-  all  is  laid.  On  account  of  these  two  a<-ts 
there  must  be  two  goats,  not  to  represent 
two  persons  hut  the  two  acts  of  the  one  per- 
son. This  sin-offering  kid.  for  about  1.500 
years,  was  the  constant  symbol  of  Him  who 
wa«  to  come.

The  Maderosi 
are  wealthy  landholders  and  cotton  growers; 
in  northern  Mexico. 

Mr.  Zapata  is  a man  of. humble  birth  and 
uneducated.  During  the  Madero  revolu 

tion  a year  ago  he  came  into  proininc hy 

his  valor  and  was  made  general.  When  Maj 
dero  became  president,  Zapata  was  disajif 
pointed  in  not  receiving  a high  government 
position,  hut  his  contention  is  that  the  poor 
people  have  not  been  didy  recognized  if 
the  readjustment  of  things.  In  the  slat.-  ci 
Morelos,  which  lies  south  of  Mexico  City), 
and  where  Zapata  is  operating,  it  is  naijl 
that  therp  is  practically  no  middle  class  Jf 
society;  that,  not  including  the  cities,  nearly 
all  the  land  of  the  state  is  owned  hy  thirl  r 
men,  most  of  whom  are  Spaniards.  Tl»e 
thousands  of  {icons  from  the  farms  and  the 
mountains  constitute  the  large  number  qf 
sympathizers  arid  followers  of  General  Zi- 
pata.  The  revolution  in  southern  Mexiqo 
has  no  organic  connection  with  that  in  the 
north  now  led  hy  Orozco,  who  is  also  a nefv 
man  before  the  public. 

When  Madero  first  started  out  the  (’nth 
olies  did  not  support  him,  hut  when  they 
, saw  that  he  was  going  to  he  elected  any- 
way, they  nominated  him  as  their  candi- 
date, hoping  thereby  to  curry  favor  with 
him.  After  his  election  however,  when 
they’  found  that  they  could  not  manipulate 
him,  they  turned  against  hint.  He  has  boin 
opposed,  also  by  the  wealthy  landholders, 
because  the  new  administration  will  require 
them  to  pay  taxes  on  their  large  landed  es- 
tates. something  they  had  not  before  do/fe 
Strong  opposition  has  come  from  some  of 
Madero ’«  former  soldiers,  who,  a year  ago, 
entered  the  revolution  under  the  influe Jc* 
of  exaggerated  promises  made  hy  Madera’s 
agents  on  their  own  responsibility,  which 
promises  Madero  cannot  fulfil,  and  shoijld 
not  if  he  could.  The  Madero  revolution 
had  a leader,  organization  and  a clearly  A- 
fined  purpose;  the  present  uprising  lqcks  all 
three  of  these  points  THEN  the  rank  a id 
file  of  the  Mexicans  and  nearly  all  of  tjie 
foreigners  favored  Madero ’s  move,  but  hqw 
nearly  everybody  opposes  Orozco  and  Za- 
pata. The  Mexican  people  are  tired  of 
war.  Because  of  the  large  rainfall  dnripg 
the  past  autumn  nnd  winter,  the  lands  Hire 
in  fine  condition  for  a crop  this  year,  but  if 
the  war  should  continue  much  longer,  tne 
people  cannot  plant  and  a crop  failure  tl)is 
year  would  he  a calamity  to  the  counter. 

Some  uninformed  person  makes  the  state- 
ment in  a United  States  paper  that  D<az 
had  been  recalled.  * This  may  have  tvfn 
done  by  some  individual,  hut  the  Mexican 
people  do  not  want  Diaz  or  his  kind  oT  ad- 
ministration. It  i8  true  he  held  the  pL- 
I pie  down  with  an  iron  hand  vet  his  adminis- 
tration fell  short  in  one  important  partic- 
ular; he  did  little  to  inculcate  into  the  jhI.v 
ple  the  high  principles  0f  citizenship.  defr-, 
ocracy  and  individuality.  Madero  docs  ri.t 
want  to  hold  the  people  down,  but  is  trying 
to  raise  them  up  on  a higher  plane  of  huma-n 
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ity,  individuality  and  citizenship,  and  there 
are  several  reasons  why  he  will  succeed,  lie 
has  the  nigral  support  of  all  foreigners  and 
is  hacked  py  the  liest  Mexican  element.  The 
state  governor*  with  t heir  respective  police 
form’s  stated  by  him,  nnd  the  Mexican  army 
has  never  (been  so  well  equipped  and  train- 
er! as  it  is  slay.

within  him  here,  upon  the  earth, 
will  understand  these  things  above 
him,  Ailing  the  heavens,  as  no  one 
else  possibly  can.

He  has  seen  the  In- 
terior life  of  God.  as  no  scientist  can 
who  observes  merely  the  works  of 
nature. 

What  can  you  tell  of  the  character 
of  the  engineer,  whose  ingenuity  has 
driven  the  drill  through  mountain 
rock  until  he  has  hollowed  there  a 
passage  for  the  trains  of  travel  and 
commerce  to  sweep  through,  from 
land  to  land?  You  know  his  fore- 
sight of  difAculty,  his  superb  skill; 
you  know  the  energey  with  which  he 
arranges  mechanisms  to  master  dif- 
ficulty. Do  you  know  whether  he 
’was  generous  or  not?  chaste  or  not? 
truthful  or  not?  humane  or  not?  de- 
vout or  not?  What  can  you  tell 
of  the  man  who  fashioned  for  you 
the  watch,  in  respect  to  that  which 
is  essential  and  supreme  in  every 
man.  his  spiritual  character,  his  mor- 
al relation  to  God,  the  Most  High 
What  ran  you  tell  of  the  temper  of 
the  achltect  from  his  constructions? 
What  can  you  tell,  even  of  the  he- 
roism of  the  historian  from  the  nar- 
rative which  he  gives  of  great  events 
and  the  character  he  portrays?  How 
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Then,  observe  further,  what  fol- 
lows of  course,  that  he  who  most 
distinctly  understands  and  appre- 
hends this  new  birth  having  not 
merely  discerned  It  Intellectually, 
but  having  experienced  It  spiritually 
will  best  understand  and  Interpret 
the  gospel  of  th*  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
It  is  not  Intellectual  equipment,  or 
intellectual  practice,  that  can  pre- 
pare him  for  such  a comprehensive 
intuition  of  the  gospel.  It  is  not 
conference  with  other  minds,  train- 
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freshness  of  faculty,  a One  stimu- 
lation of  each  power.  It  Is  not 
travel  in  distant  lands,  with  the  ob- 
servation of  geographical  or  social 
phenomena  which  exist  there  today 
as  afore  time,  which  is  to  qualify 
a man  to  be  an  interpreter  of  the 
gospel,  to  ^pprfhend  its  mysteries 
and  to  speak  them  to  others.  What 
he  needs  for  this  is  a spirit  born  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  into  harmony  with 
God.  Then  the  mystery  becomes 
not  Intelligible,  since  the  human 
faculty  cannot  comprehend  divine 
thought,  but  it  becomes'  probable 
beforehand,  and  is  easily  accepted 
by  the  renewed,  illuminated  mind.
